A  Decade  Gone  By 


Ir's  been  ren  years  since  rhe  home  of  rhe 
Panrhers  was  Turned  inro  o  reality.  The  firsr 
students  of  Potomac  Senior  High  School  -  o 
mere  405  compared  to  rhe  1706  students  at 
present  enrollment  started  with  only  two  class¬ 
es,  rhe  freshman  ond  sophomores  -  no  upper¬ 
classmen  to  worry  about  in  those  days.  Within 
four  years  Potomac  became  a  "real''  high 
school. 

The  firsr  class  had  the  responsibility  of  choos¬ 
ing  the  symbols  that  would  represent  Potomac 
for  years  to  come.  They  picked  rhe  Panther  as 
rhe  mascot  after  a  long  debate  then,  the  colors 
of  Navy  blue,  Colombian  blue,  and  white  were 
choosen.  The  yearbook  was  fittingly  entitled 
"The  Prowler”  and  rhe  newspaper  was 
dubbed  rhe  "Potomac  Messenger”.  The 
whole  student  body  also  had  to  vote  on  rhe 
SC  A  Constitution. 


Since  rhe  beginning  new  classes,  teachers, 
and  students  have  been  added.  Our  school 
has  come  a  long  way,  though  larger  schools 
have  been  in  rhe  county  longer.  Outstanding 
sports  reams  earned  rhe  Panrhers  rhe  respect 
of  those  older,  larger  schools.  Trophies  for  soft¬ 
ball,  baseball,  football,  volleyball,  and  wrestling 
filled  rhe  showcases  in  rhe  main  hall,  and  many 
more  cluttered  rhe  front  desk  in  rhe  main  office 
as  they  were  won. 

Organizations  including  Junior  Civitans,  rhe 
Future  Business  Leaders  of  America,  rhe  Prowl¬ 
er,  rhe  re-named  newspaper,  PH5  Class,  Cheer¬ 
leaders,  Panrhererts,  and  Ir's  Acedemic  also 
earned  rhe  recognition  of  the  other  Prince  Wil¬ 
liam  County  High  Schools  for  their  outstanding 
acheivements. 

Awaiting  rhe  completion  of  Potomac  Senior 
High  School,  rhe  students  and  teachers  held 


classes  at  Saunders  Middle  School  for  a  year 
and  a  half.  In  1981  a  new  road  appropriatley 
named  Four  Year  Trail,  opened  off  Jefferson 
Davis  Highway  and  classes  starred  in  rhe  new 
building.

"You  won't  feel  o  thing,''  the  nurse  said  as 
she  stuck  the  seomingly  foot  long  needle  into 
your  arm  and  pumped  the  measles  vaccine 
into  you.  Many  people  all  around  the  county 
recieved  the  Rubeola-Reubella  measles  shot  in 
May,  due  to  on  epidemic.  The  lucky  ones 
were  the  students  who  received  their  shot 
after  the  age  of  15  months.  Several  teachers 
also  received  the  vaccine. 

The  epidemic  apparently  started  when  Po¬ 
tomac  hod  o  winter  sport  meet  with  James 
Wood,  who  had  problems  with  the  measles. 
The  virus  was  brought  bock  to  Potomac  and 
spread  through  out  the  school. 

It  rook  several  nurses  from  the  County 
Health  Department  two  days  to  administer  the 
vaccine  to  459  students.

Be  Smoke-Free? 


In  rhe  posr  four  years  of  Poro- 
mac  hisrory  rhe  smoking  policy  has 
been  progressing  Towards  rhe 
goal  of  achieving  a  non-smoking 
environment.  As  of  July  1,  1988 
rhe  new  non-smoking  policy  has 
been  in  effect.  The  Prince  William 
County  Code  of  Behavior  forbade 
smoking  for  all  students.  The 
school  system  also  gave  five-day 
suspensions  to  students  caught 
smoking  on  school  property  and 
school  sponsored  events.

Since  there  was  no  smoking 
court  available  most  of  rhe  smok¬ 
ing  students  migrated  to  the  bath¬ 
rooms  .  "I  think  rhe  new  policy  is 
great,  bur  I  come  our  of  rhe  bath¬ 
rooms  smelling  like  a  giant  pack  of 
Malbros,"  said  junior  Andy  Wynn. 

The  policy  was  aimed  at  totally 
reducing  rhe  smoking  student  pop¬ 
ulation  and  it  is  well  on  it's  way  to

Looking  Back 

When  rhe  school  opened  in  1979,  rhere 
was  no  marching  bond.  The  Twelve  fore¬ 
runners,  all  volunteers,  led  by  Mr  Richard 
Dill,  acred  as  a  pep  band,  playing  only  in 
rhe  srands  during  sporrs  evenrs.  The  mem¬ 
bers  wore  white  panrs  and  r-shirrs  as  a 
uniform. 

The  second  year  rhe  band  membership 
doubled,  they  began  ro  march  half-rime 
shows.  Thar  year,  rhe  school  board  gave 
rhem  rheir  firsr  of  three  uniform  install¬ 
ments.  From  then  on,  rhe  Band  Boosters 
were  responsible  for  supplying  uniforms. 

In  1981,  as  rhe  band  continued  ro  grow, 
they  went  ro  a  srare  sponsored  competi¬ 
tion  and  recieved  third  place.  For  rhe  next 
four  years,  they  parricipated  In  several  pa¬ 
rades  in  Dumfries  and  Quanrico,  recievmg 
awards  each  year.  They  also  orrended 
several  comperions. 

In  1986  Mr.  Brian  Schalis  became  rhe  rhe 
band  direcror.  The  band  reached  a  peak  of 
fifty  members  in  1987.  Thar  year,  they  at¬ 
tended  rwo  competitions,  rhe  Virginia 
Band  and  Orchestra  Directors  Association 
comperirion,  where  they  recieved  an  ex¬ 
cellent  raring,  and  rhe  Parade  of 
Champions. 

As  rhe  insrrumenral  secrion  of  rhe  band 
grew  a  Band  Front  was  added  The  firsr 
group  of  majorerres  made  up  and  per 
formed  rheir  own  routines  under  rhe  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Dill. 

In  1981,  Mrs.  Jane  Manderville  rook 
charge  of  rhe  squad  and  added  flags  ro  rhe 
baron  rwirlers  She  led  rhe  group  for  three 
years  and  in  1984,  Ms.  Anita  Jackson  be 
came  rhe  Band  Front  sponsor.  The  major 
erres  dissipared,  bur  rhe  flags  grew  in  num¬ 
ber  and  rifles  were  added.  In  1986  and 
1987,  Mrs  Susan  Loney  assisted  Ms  Jack 
son.  The  Band  Fronr  accompanied  rhe 
band  ro  all  rhe  performances  and  camps 
They  also  supporred  rhe  band  by  helping 
with  fund  raisers.

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Lending  A  Helping  Hand 


Although  rhe  library  housed  over  14,000  vol¬ 
umes  of  books  ir  offerd  more  rhan  jusr  rhar. 
Magazines  and  newspapers  were  available  for 
research  information.  Slides  lined  rhe  walls  ond 
in  rhe  cenrer  were  five  microfiche  readers  and 
a  copier  machine.  The  computerized  News 
Dank  Index  made  irs  debur  rhis  year.  Ten  com¬ 
puters  were  also  accessable  for  those  with  the 
skills.  All  of  rhe  references  in  rhe  library  hod 
amounted  to  information  that  if  used  wisely, 
mode  good  reference  for  reports,  term  papers, 
and  projects. 

Librarians  helped  our  whenever  materials 
seemed  hard  to  find  or  confusing.  There  were 
also  library  aides  to  assist  students  when  neces¬ 
sary.  Students  signed  up  to  be  a  library  aide  for 
a  period.  They  returned  books  to  their  correct 
position  on  the  shelfs,  checked  our  books,  and 
assisted  other  students  when  they  needed 
help. 

Help  was  also  availbale  from  rhe  guidance 
deportment,  bur  ir  wos  a  different  kind  of  help. 


Juniors  and  Seniors  could  be  found  there  talking 
about  college,  jobs,  and  future  plans.  Students 
of  oil  grade  levels  visited  their  counselors  or 
least  once  to  schedule  their  up  coming  year. 
Bur  rhe  guidance  deportment  was  nor  just  for 
these  annual  visits,  they  were  also  there  to 
give  guidance-hence  rhe  name-in  oil  kinds  of 
situations.  Many  students  talked  to  their  coun¬ 
selors  ovout  sports,  personal  problems  with 
friends  or  family,  or  jusr  anything,  if  all  that  was 
needed  was  someone  to  talk  to. 

The  Resource  Deportment  also  lent  a  help¬ 
ing  hand,  bur  ir  was  academically  oriented.  It 
was  made  up  of  six  teachers  who  tutored 
students  who  hod  difficulty  in  a  certain  subject. 
The  teachers  helped  six  to  eight  students  for 
three  periods  o  day;  the  remainder  of  their  day 
was  spent  reaching.

Why  -  rhe  question  asked  by  marh  students 
everywhere.  Why  do  you  need  to  prove  a 
theorem  if  it  is  just  logical?  Why  do  you  need  to 
know  rhe  equation  of  a  circle?  Why  does  it 
work?  And  why  is  everything  always  Y  or  'y? 
The  answers  to  these  questions  were  often 
one  in  rhe  same  -  'just  because'.  Marh  wasn't 
just  asking  questions,  though,  it  was  answering 
them.  Using  theorems,  equations  definitions, 
and  good  common  sense,  the  answers 
weren't  that  far  away. 

Sometimes  what  we  knew,  or  thought  we 
knew,  wasn't  enough  to  solve  problems.  Thar 
was  where  teachers  helped  out  by  using  differ¬ 
ent  methods  of  reaching  to  get  students  to 
understand.  "My  teacher  purs  people  in  our 
class  into  our  word  problems  so  it  makes  them 
more  interesting  than  usual,''  said  Marla 
Mackey 


Marh  was  offered  in  many  different  levels. 
General  Marh  covered  rhe  basics  of  marh,  pre¬ 
paring  students  for  future  classes  .  The  algebra 
classes  involved  learning  how  equations  are 
used,  and  how  to  graph  them,-  it  was  a  pre¬ 
view  to  rhe  use  of  letters  instead  of  numbers  in 
them.  In  geometry  and  trigonometry,  rhe  fo¬ 
cus  was  shapes  and  applying  rhe  knowledge 
of  them  in  life.  Calculus,  rhe  highest  marh 
course,  used  old  and  new  marh  skills.  Some 
students  had  problems  in  one  area,  but  ex¬ 
celled  in  another.  Beth  Biller  said,  "My  stronger 
subject  is  geometry,  bur  when  I  was  in  algebra, 
I  wasn't  doing  too  well.''
